I acquired one of these at a swap meet recently and would 
like to put it to work in the shack. 


This is the tuner with the big tape variable inductance, 

small roller inductance, vacuum cap and vacuum ant relay... 

Was used in aircraft to automatically tune the fixed or 
trailing wire antenna... Saw them in C-119s with the ARC-38 
tranceiver. They have three tubes, three positioning motors, 
and lots of gears, relays and limit switches...and a nice 
little Weston meter on the front panel calibrated in SWR (1-10). 
Of course there must be some interesting mismatch sensing 
circuits in there also...I haven't seen any documentation, just 
visually inspected the unit with the cover and front panel off. 


I'm torn between: 

1 - trying to set up the correct power and control circuits 
for automatic operation (It sure is nice to just hit the 
mike button and have the tuner find the match by itself) or 

2 - Tearing out all the electonics, motors and stuff and making 
manual connections to have just a nice manual tuner.

Subject: Control Shaft Extension Repair

Greetings, 


Thought I'd pass along a good way to repair irreplaceable control shafts 
which have been mangled or broken off. After several unsuccessful attempts 
to repair the BFO Pitch knob on an old SX-101A, I stumbled across a method 
which works well. 


A short section of finishing nail can be used as a pin to connect the two 
shafts. I used a finishing nail with circular ridges around the nail and 
drilled holes into both shaft sections slightly smaller than the largest 
diameter of the nail. The nail was then swedged into place connecting the 
original shaft and the extension shaft. It works well and is extremely 
stout. A drill press would have been nice, but a respectable job was done 
using just a vise and hand held drill. 


Obviously it would have been nice to be able to replace the entire BFO 
tuning assembly but faced with no prospects for a replacement shaft from a 
parts rig and constrained by the fact that no increase in shaft diameter was 
allowed without modification to the SX-101A chassis..., etc. 


Hope this helps someone out. BTW, I'm still looking for the BFO pitch 
control knob for my SX-101A. I'll even settle for one of the regular 
skirted knobs for the other controls that is numbered 0 to 10 rather than -5 
to 0 to 5. This knob is black and has a small polished insert. Let me know 
if anyone's got one.

The Hallicrafters (note two L's in spelling) S-40 was built 1946-47. 
The set is essentially an updated S-20R, a very conventional design 
using an RF preamp, a 6SA7 oscillator-converter, two IF's, a 
conventional 6SQ7 detector/AVC/1ist audio. As I recall, the RF pentodes 
were 6SG7's, and the original used a 6F6 pentode for output and an 80 
rectifier. The S-40A and S-40B were made into the early fifties and 
are the same radio with minor tube changes---things like 6V6 output 
tube and 5Y3 rectifier. The "correct" knobs and minor panel sheet 
metal details like the speaker grille and bandspread dial bezel vary 
between models, and at some point, Hallicrafters eliminated the nice 
turned aluminum bandswitch knob and replaced it with a plain one. 


In terms of looks, the radio is a sharp looker, and shows the hand of a 
serious industrial designer (Raymond Loewy) in "prettying up" the S-20R 
sheet metal. A look at the schematic and it looks like a reasonably 
serious radio. Unfortunately, the thing is a real NATO job (no action, 
talk only). It used to be a standing joke that "QST (or CQ) is 
publishing another article on how to make a real radio out of an S-40." 
Essential problems boil down to a cheap tuning capacitor and coil set 
with 3:1 coverage on each of the four bands, use of a self-excited 
6SA7, All-American Five IF transformers, flimsy sheet metal, and AA5 
grocer's string tuning mechanics. The radio originally sold for 
$89.95. The RME-84 was its price competitor, and is a vastly 

Superior radio, largely through use of a 7S7 oscillator-converter 
(which would really work above 20 Mhz), much better coils, and a more 
robust mechanical design. National also build some sets in that price 
class. 


Value? You can read ER and see almost any price you want on an S-40. 
If you really want one of these, a rebuildable "core" is worth $10-$25, 
and a clean "tweaked up" set maybe $50-$75. Pay attention to the 
condition of the panel. The legends are silk-screened. Also, the 
dials were originally green celluloid staked onto hubs. Both rather 
painful to duplicate. Unless you know differently, you can assume that 
you are looking at a radio that needs a 100% recap and reresistor job 
to bring it back to "like new." 


On modifications, as I mentioned, there was a steady business in 
modifications. One thing to remember about Hallicrafters is that Bill 
Halligan hired engineers with very sharp pencils, and trying to second 
guess Hallicrafters designs is like trying to write better music than 
J.S. Bach. The execution of the design may sound like Bach played ona 
kazoo. If you don't like what it sounds like, you are going to have to 
make hardware changes, and there are some very real limits to 
improvments you can make on a kazoo. Stick with the original schematic 
and parts lists. The S-40 design is already so tight there isn't even 


room for parasitic suppressors---it's already got them. 


Keep in mind that you can get a real radio like a Hammarlund HQ-129X 
in good shape for not much over $100.

The HT-18 was a general purpose VFO which first made's appearance in this 
notorious HT-19 transmitter. If you look at a picture of the rig it looks like 
they just dropped it in a hole in the panel. The '19 was a TVI machine. I had 
two and both cleaned out everything when I got on ten or fifteen. Used FM by 
the way. 4-65A final. 


The HT-18 was the match for the beautiful HT-20. I used that pair for a long 
time and wish I had never let them go. The only reason I did was the short life 
span of 4D32s in the transmitter for some reason. Other HT-20 owners 
experienced similar problems but most werent working contests and chasing DX 
like I was. I FSKed the HT-18 and used it on RTTY for a couple of years with 
the HT-20 and with a Viking II....and something else that I cant remember. 


I did work across town several times on a local DX net on 10 meters with the 
'18. It was pretty stable and I added a filament transformer to keep the tubes 
warm all the time (SOP at my shop/shack for RTTY use) and was very pleased with 
it. Had to have an S-53A to sit on top of it just to make them look nice. 


And that is about all I can add....in short it was a fine unit. It was 
replaced, in my shack, with a Millen Vari-arm VFO which was the absolute top of 
the line at that time for RTTY use. Another item I wish I had never let go.

So far the only problem with the HP 606A I've been working on has been 
over-lubrication of the tuning mechanism. I took off the front panel, 
cleaned off all the gunk, and re-lubricated it. It's pretty obvious how to 
lube most of the cams and bearings (most have oil holes) except for bearing 
on the main tuning shaft. The manual is silent on this point. 


I guessed and used a needle-point oiler to put a drop of oil on the shaft, 
just behind the main gear/dial-scale where the shaft enters the bearing in 
the RF subchassis casting. This doesn't feel right, though - I think it's 
an oilite bearing and should have an oil port somewhere; I just can't seem 
to find it. Anyone know what the factory says on lubricating this bearing?

The Q is really the ‘cycle’ "lazy S" sign. 
The 1399 is a stamped serial number. 


What are the general specs of this unit? Anyone know? It's 
a tube unit, and I fired it up and got a wavy sweep and lots 
of heat, more than I thought I should have, but who knows 
how old it is and what's leaking. Looks like a 2 or 3 inch 
scope tube size. Wonder if it's worth getting it going for 
a general purpose bench scope or TTY tuning scope ?? 


The second unit looks like an industrial unit, build like a 
battleship, obviously for service/repair use. The tag info 
is:

It has repair and calibration tags dated 16 and 18 Feb 70 
by FEL - Frequency Engineering Laboratories, Electronic 
Services Div. 


This one when turned on behaved well with no excess heat and 

a stable sweep. Looks in good condition. Tube size looks like 
2 or 3 inches. Front panel knob marked 'Speed' has three 
positions: 60 75 100. Scope face has a horizontal scale marked 
distortion with © to 50 scale. The letters M and S are on the 
left side of the tube, M above the S as though maybe a ‘flipping 
line’ display might be used. No other marks on the tube face. 
Lots of other switches on the front 

panel and a couple on the rear. Has rubber feet on the bottom 
side AND on the 'back' side. Anyone have a manual???

Yes, the 531-549 are commonly known as the letter scopes because they 
take the A-Z letter plugins. They also take the 1-series plugins, but 
most of those are 50 MHz plugins which only offer their full benefit 
on the 544 & 546-549. However, as Stan has noted, the CA has pretty 
marginal frequency response (only 24 MHz, and the rolloff is really 
sloppy), so that the 1A1 and (cheaper, lower gain) 1A2 make good sense 
in the 541-545B. The 1A4 is also the only wide-bandwidth 4-trace, the 
predecessor M is only 20 MHz. (The rest of the 1-series is rare and 
specialized.) 


No question that the "letter" series scopes, and their plugins, are by 
far the most common Tek scopes I see at ham fleas.

I'm the one who is using "letter series" as a shorthand to identify the 
scopes. Yes, I mean the scopes that use the letter plug-ins. Tek 
built scopes in this group for 21 years (1953-74), and I would guess 
that they built around 250,000 of them, with 545, 547, and 535 models 
(including the "A" and "545B") making up something like 2/3rds of them. 
It takes about a page of text to list all of them with a one or two 
line description to distinguish each model from the others. It's 
easier to single out the odd balls. These are: 


532. A low-price "plain jane" with no delay line, about 5 Mhz 
bandpass, a low voltage CRT (3Kv as I recall). The market for these 
was schools, home entertainment production line. This model was 
discontinued fairly early (1961?) as Tek introduced a number of models 
that gave equal or better price-performance in smaller packages. 

536. An X-Y scope that used a plug-in in both vertical and horizontal 
sides. No delay line, and designed for precision work with Lissajous 
figures. A "T" plug-in was available to provide a time base for 
general-purpose work. 


549. Used a storage CRT, i.e., the trace, once written, will stay 


illuminated on the CRT until erased by operation of a front panel 
control. 


The 551 and 555 dual-beam scopes also used letter-series plug-ins. The 
551 uses a single set of deflection plates for both beams. The 555 
uses separate deflection plates for the two beams. 


Construction of most of these scopes was modular. The basic sheet 
metal for a power supply chassis was the same for 531A, 533A, 535A, 
541A, 543A, 545A, for example. However, there are component 
differences on the chassis, so the parts aren't interchangeable without 
rework. I mention this because most of these scopes look almost the 
same. Tek used a modular layout for manufacturing economy. However, 
the various subchassis are not generally interchangeable between models. 
The 580 series scopes were also built on this same basic sheet metal, 
and the letter series plug-ins are the same size and configuration as 
the 80, 82, and 86, except that the Amphenol Blue Ribbon connector at 
the back is upside-down on the 580 series. The electrical interface to 
the connector is entirely different. You must use an 81 or 81A adapter 
to use a letter series plug-in with a 580-series scope. 


I'll put in another plug for Stan Griffiths' "Oscilloscopes: Selecting 
and Restoring a Classic." It has 200 pages of descriptions of scopes 
and plug-ins. My copy is already a bit dog-eared. Follow Stan's 
recommendations, and you won't go wrong.

As one of the satisfied users of the A-D Sloper, 

I may have forgotten to mention that for xmit I run it 

thru a Vectronics 300-watt C-L-C network tuner with built-in SWR 
two-needle meter. This is much like the usual MFJ unit, 

and is the same thing Tucker sells with its name stuck on. 


So far it appears that such a tuner can get the SWR down to 

1.1 or less, but it cannot help me load up any more power than without it. 
That is, the KWM-2 will load up the Sloper to maybe 1/4 of full power 

on 75m, and the tuner can take out the SWR but will not let me 

load any more power. 


Yes you ahve to retune for a wide QSY, but if you're willing 
to let the SWR go up to 2:1, you can cover the whole 100 KCs 
of one Collins xtal band. Oops, that's 200 KCs.
